School on Thursday. 


CCA loses investors 

.^^ccording to a Mother Jones article Tuesday, three corporations have 
pulled almost $60 million in investments from the Corrections Corpora¬ 
tion of America (CCA) and the GEO Group, the two larges private prison 
companies in the country. 

The reason for the pull the article states is because of pressure from 
the civil rights non-profit group Color of Change . It has been pushing 
companies since last year for companies to take such action. 

Color of Change alleges that private prison companies stress profits 
over rehabilitation. 

The Enterprise sent an email to CCA, which owns the Lee Adjustment 
Center, for a comment, but none was received by press time. 


KY1411 to be closed 
for bridge replacement 



In order to replace a bridge, the Kentucky Department of Highways 
plans to close KY 1411 in Lee County from May 12-21. The road will be 
closed near mile marker 2, just north of the Paw Paw Road intersection. 
During this time, the road will be closed to all through traffic.

Accused murderer to 
be in court Friday 


T he accused murderer of Martha Hollar is sched¬ 
uled for a preliminary hearing this Friday at 10 a. m. 
in Lee District Court. 

Judge William D. “Bo” Leach will hear from 
police if there is enough evidence against Melvin 
Greg Slone to send the case to the grand jury. 

Slone, 55 of KY 52 West, was charged last Wednes¬ 
day with the April 11 shooting death of Hollar in 
her Main Street mobile home. The home was then 
set ablaze. 

He is being held in the Three Forks Regional Jail 
on $ 1 million bond. 

This is the second time a murder charge has been 
lodged against Slone. 

On May 9, 1980 he was convicted in Lee Circuit 
Court for the March 12, 1979 shooting death of 
Herman McIntosh. 

He received a life sentence with the possibility 
of parole for that murder, along with 20 years for 
robbery in the first degree and 10 years for burglary 
in the first degree. 

The site, Kentucky Online Offender Looking, does 
not show a parole date for Slone, but it does note

that his supervision began April 2, 1012. 

Kentucky State Police Trooper Robert Purdy, the 
public information officer for Post 7 in Richmond, 
was asked by the Enterprise Friday if any other 
people were suspected of possible involvement in 
the case. 

He said the case is “an ongoing investigation,” 
but refused to add any more details. He did ask that 
anyone with information in anyway connected to the 
case to contact state police at (859) 623-2404.

EPA wins, coal loses 


he U. S. Supreme Court Tuesday upheld the En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency’s (E.P.A.) authority to 
regulate coal-plant pollution that crosses state lines, 
according to an article on Yahoo News. 

The 6 to 2 ruling is considered a major blow to 
Kentucky politicians who have alleged that the EPA 
has been waging a “war on coal.” 

According to the article, “The agency argued that 
the rules were necessary to protect the health and 
environment of downwind states.” 

Affected electrical utilities and 15 states, including 
Kentucky, “argued that the rules, as written by the 


Obama administration’s environmental regulators, 
gave the E.P.A. too much regulatory authority and 
placed an unfair economic burden on the polluting 
states. 

“To comply with the regulations, electric utilities 
are expected to have to install costly pollution-con¬ 
trol equipment on existing coal plants - or just shut 
them down.” 

The article concluded, “In June, the E.P.A. is 
expected to unveil a sweeping new climate change 
proposal, using the authority of the Clean Air Act to 
rein in carbon pollution from coal plants.”

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Process Hampers Prog¬ 
ress on Key Bills in Final 
Days of 2014 Regular Ses¬ 
sion 

The House chamber is 
empty, and legislators have 
returned home following 
the end of the 2014 Session 
of the Kentucky General 
Assembly last Tuesday. In 
typical fashion, several im¬ 
portant bills to move our 
Commonwealth forward 
died when we ended our 
work in the House at mid¬ 
night on April 15 th . 

Two things we were 
successful in passing were 
a new two-year budget for 
Kentucky, and also funding 
for road construction proj¬ 
ects in the Commonwealth. 
Prior sessions have been 
marked by our inability to 
do the only item spelled 
out in our constitution for 
lawmakers, which is ap¬ 
proval of a biennial budget 
for the state. 

While that was a success, 
the simple fact of passing 
a budget as required is no 
reason to celebrate. In fact 
I would say the 2014 Regu¬ 
lar Session was marked 
more by missed opportuni¬ 
ties than success stories. 

First and foremost we 
did not tackle the lingering 
question of comprehensive 
tax reform in Kentucky. 
While we continue forward 
with an antiquated tax sys¬ 
tem for our people and our 
business community, bor¬ 
der states like Tennessee 
and Indiana have revamped 
their tax code to grow their 
economies with more job 
creation, instead of raising 
taxes such as the push by 
House Democrats to in¬ 
crease Kentucky’s gas tax. 

The session was also 
marred by the failure to 
pass additional pro-busi¬ 
ness bills such as the pri¬ 
vate-public partnership 
legislation that would have 
put us on par with 34 other 
states that utilize creative 
ideas in the private section 
to make government oper¬ 
ate more efficiently with 


their tax dollars, right-to- 
work legislation that would 
have removed a key barrier 
in Kentucky’s efforts to re¬ 
cruit more industry and 
increase the number of jobs 
for our citizens, and a bill 
allowing you to have greater 
control over development 
projects in your cities and 
counties in the election 
booth through a local op¬ 
tion sales tax. 

Another key bill that died 
in the final hours of the 
2014 Regular Session would 
have helped fight the grow¬ 
ing scourge of heroin addic¬ 
tion in our Commonwealth. 
The Senate championed 
this bill, which they passed 
and sent to the House in 
January, yet House Demo¬ 
crat leadership allowed the 
legislation to languish until 
20 minutes remained in the 
session before it was called 
up for a vote. 

It is reasons like this as 
to why Kentucky continues 
to be at a competitive disad¬ 
vantage while other states 
work to address issues that 
will provide a better quality 
of life for their people. The 
final hours of the final day of 
this session illustrated why 
the process in the Kentucky 
House of Representatives is 
flaw, and until the people of 
the Commonwealth decide 
that change is needed in the 
leadership of the House fu¬ 
ture sessions will continued 
to be marked by inaction 
due to partisan politics.

Shaping Our Appalachian Region 

A Wonderful plan with Faulty Execution 


Last week saw the work¬ 
ing part of the Shaping 
Our Appalachian Region 
(SOAR) initiative take off 
at the East Kentucky Lead¬ 
ership Conference in Som¬ 
erset. The ten working 
groups met for the first time 
and people had a chance to 
comment on everything 
from Broadband to Tour¬ 
ism. 

I sat in meetings for tour¬ 
ism, broadband and entre¬ 
preneurship and was very 
impressed with the people 
in attendance, the panels 
of experts and moderators. 
Each meeting was an open 
forum with everyone get¬ 
ting a chance to comment 
while a few college students 
recorded everything at the 
back of the room. By all 
appearances, the product of 
this meeting will get to the 
leadership for their action. 

A key problem I had 
with the meetings was the 
Information getting back to 
the leadership will be pret¬ 
ty much the same things 
they’ve heard for years, be¬ 
cause most of the attendees 
were folks who regularly 
attend these conferences. 
Not surprising since, at 
most, two weeks’ notice was 
given the Working Groups 
were going to meet- during 
the work day- and in Som¬ 
erset. This made it pretty 
difficult for your average 
mother or father, with a 
job, from almost anywhere 
other than Pulaski County, 
to make plans to be there. 
So, despite a wonderful and 
inspirational event, this 
conference did not meet the 
recommendation of the first 
conference ...’’While many 
of the region’s citizens were 
engaged in SOAR, most feel 
the dialogue needs to be 
deepened, taken to com¬ 
munity and county discus¬ 
sions, and the participation 
broadened and made more 
inclusive, with greater par¬ 
ticipation from folks who 
cannot take a day off work, 
women, and minorities.” 

I understand the Area 
Development District 
(ADD) Directors have been 
included as Working Group 
members. That is more 
inclusive than the initial 
plan which didn’t include 
them or County Officials in 
the discussion. The ADDs,

county officials and school 
district leadership from 
across the region need to be 
included to build “regional 
frameworks that align urban 
and rural constituencies, ge¬ 
ographies, and institutional 
alignments” which is quoted 
from the SOAR plan. 

The SOAR plan asks three 
questions to determine if 
SOAR will be successful. 
They are: Will public sector 
champions stand up, not 
for the photo-op, but for 
the long haul? Will institu¬ 
tional innovators step up? 
Will constituencies arise to 
jointly support these leaders 
and these institutions? 

Honestly, so far, the pub¬ 
lic sector champions seem 
more focused on photo ops, 
but the battle is still young. 
The institutions seem ready 


to listen and are engag¬ 
ing with some of the most 
impressive and energetic 
representatives you can 
imagine. The wild card 
here is you. As the constit¬ 
uency, you have to attend 
the meetings, in person 
or via the internet or even 
after the fact by reading 
the minutes and get your 
input to them. It will take 
effort on your part to find 
the time to attend and stay 
abreast of the issues, but 
you are the last, best hope 
for the future of our region. 
Everyone is invited to this 
party, so don’t feel like your 
crashing it. We can carve 
a mutually beneficial fu¬ 
ture, but not if we wait and 
watch.

DIGITAL EYE STRAIN 


A new survey reveals 
that 70 percent of users of 
desktop, laptop, TV, and 
cell phone screens report 
experiencing varying degrees 
of eye discomfort.
